4. Remuneration of members and officers. ( 1 )

the source from which they draw their salaries. 


11. Minutes of the meeting . The proceedings of 
each meeting of the Authority shall be circulated 
to all members and thereafter recorded in a minute . 

The 
record of the proceedings of each meeting shall be 
signed by the Chairman . 


5. Ponders and functions of the Authority . The 
Authority shall perform the following functions: --

(b ) allotment, from time to time, of amounts 
to be kept at the disposal of the Transport Com 
missioners ;

14. Conditions of service of the officers and em 
ployees of the Authority . --The officers and em 
ployees of the Authority shall be the employees of 
the Central Government and shall be governed by 
the relevant rules and orders framed by the Central 
Government for its employees in all matters . 

15. Deposit of fund . Al monies received towards 
the Solatium Fund by the Authority shall be credi 
ted to the account of the Authority to be opened in 
the Syndicate Bank or any of its subsidiaries or any 
other Nationalised Bank approved in this behalf by 
the CentralGovernment. 


7. Meetings of the Authority . - The Authority 
shall meet at such times and at such places as the 
Chairman may , from time to time, appoint in this 
behalf ; 

Provided that the Authority shall meet at least 
once in six months . 

8. Quiorum .-Not less than three members shall 
form a quorum ; 

Provided that if at any meeting there is no 
quorum , the Chairman may adjourn the meeting to a 
date not less than seven days later , informing the 
members present and sending notice to other mem 
bers that he proposes to dispose of the business 
at the adjourned meeting , whether there is a quorum 
or not , and he may thereupon dispose of the business 
at such adjourned meeting . 
9. Decision by Majority . 

.-- Every matter shall be

10. Notice of meetings. ( 1 ) Notice shall be 
given to every member of the time and place fixed 
for each such meeting at least seven days before 
such meeting and each member shall be furnished 
with a list of business to be disposed of at the 
meeting ;

16. Withdrawal from the Fund. - ( 1 ) No amount 
shall be withdrawn from the Solatium Fund except 
for the purpose of reimbursing the amount payable 
as compensation for death or grievous injury to a 
person as a result of hit and run accident. 

( 2 ) Withdrawal of monies from the accounts of 
the Authority shall be regulated in such manner as 
may be determined by the Authority from time to 
time.
